BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
HELPS PAY FOR BREAD 


There *has

standing about the bread program in 
England. 
It is true that the Eng lish­ 
man buys a loaf of bread for less than 
an American can, but it is poorer 
bread, and the British g overnment is 
paying $200,000,000 u year toward the 
cost of it. 
All the grain grown in Great Brit­ 
ain is taken over by the government 
at an arbitrary price and the imported 
wheat purchased on the markets at 
the prevailing market price. 
This is 
turned over to the mills by the govern 
ment nt a price that allows the adul 
terated war bread loaf of four pounds 
to sell at 18 cents, the two pound loal 
at 9 cents and the one pound loaf at 
b 
cents. 
In France, under conditions some 
what similar, but with a larger ex­ 
traction, the four pound loaf sells for 
16 cents.

American stock breeders are being 
ask ed to conserve their flock s and 
herds in order to meet Eu rop e’s tre­ 
mendou s demands for meats du ring 
the war and p robably for many years 
[.afterward. 
rihe United States food adminis­ 
tration rep orts that American stock 
raisers have shown a disp osition to 
co-op erate with the government In in­ 
creasing the nation's su p p ly of live 
stock . 


Germany today is p robably better 
su p p lied with live stock than any oth­ 
er Eu rop ean nation. 
When the Ger­ 
man armies made their big advance 
into France and then retreated vir­ 
tu ally all the cattle in the Invaded 
territory — ap p roximately 
1,800.00» 
head—were driven behind the German 
lines. 
Bu t 
In 
England—where 
2,401000 
acres of p astu re lands have been tu rn­ 
ed Into grain fields—the c.ittle herds 
are decreasing rap idly. 
One of the 
reasons ap p arently is the declining 
maximu m p rice scale adop ted by the 
English as follows: 
For Sep tember, 
$17.7G p er 100 p ou nds : October, $17.28 ; 
November and December, $10.08; Jan- 
lary, $14.40. The effect of these p rices 
was to drive beef animals oa the mar­ 
k et as soon as p ossible. 
In France the nu mber of cattle as 
well u s the qu ality have shown an 
enormou s 
decline 
du ring 
the 
war 
Where France bad 14,807,000 head of 
cattle in 19 13, she now lias only 12,- 
341,9 00, a decrease of 10.0 p er cent. 
And France is today p rodu cing only 
one gallon of milk comp ared to two 
and one-half gallons before the war, 
Denmark and Holland have been 
forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef 


and, at the same time, modern in its 
concep tion and achievement. 
Every dog p ou nd in the rep u blic is 
contribu ting every canine it p ick s u p , 
and nu merou s breeding societies are 
fu rnishing regu lar qu otas, bu t still 
(logs are needed to till a very great 
and growing need. 
So many diverse du ties have been 
develop ed for dogs in this w ar that 
p ractically every canine, p rovided he 
is intelligent enou gli to he trained, 
can be u tilized.

dog k ennel 
large 
enou gh 
for 
training hu ndreds of dogs is a regu ­ 
lar p art of the equ ip ment of every 
French 
army now. 
It 
tu rns

trained animals for front service. 
Originally dogs were u sed for ju st 
two p u rp oses—carrying aid 
to the 
wou nded and accomp anying p atrols to 
“scent ou t” the enemy. 
The Belgians 
have always had a third du ty—that of 
training dogs to draw machine gu ns. 
Bu t the highly sp ecialized art of 
w ar today has resu lted in amp lification 
ofjjhese du ties. 
Two of the most im­ 
p ortant roles now p layed by canines— 
“liason” work and sentinel service— 
can be said to have attained su p reme 
imp ortance. 
Play Usefu l Part. 
“Liason” dogs have the most dan­ 
gerou s and the most u sefu l p arts to 
p lay. 
They carry 
messages between 
attack ing troop s ami batteries to the 
rear, which shield the troop s by bar­ 
rage fire. 
The Intensity of enemy 
cou nter-barrages to p revent this k ills 
hu ndreds 
of dogs, 
bu t 
still 
many 
trained animals slip throu gh. 
For 
every dog who dies on the field of 
honor France considers it lias saved 
the life of the soldier messenger, who 
otherwise W’ou ld have to do the work . 
Many dogs who fail to show ap ti- j 
tu de for “liason” work develop into! 
excellent sentinels. 
Those p articu lar-' 
ly fitted for this work tak e their | 
p lace at the top of the trench along-, 
side the gu n barrel of their master [ 
and detect every p atrol or every In-j 
dividu al soldier that attem p ts p assage 
of

barbed wire 
entanglements j 
ahead. 
Dogs are 
still trained and u sed to 
carry aid to the wou nded. 
One vet­ 
eran—Dick —who 
has been

bravery at Verdu n, where his maste r 
was k illed and the dog 
himself seri- 


fect and tru stworthy gu ides, swift In 
attack and defense. As to rat catchers, 
these, lik e the sentinels, are the best 
friends of the Poilu , living with him, 
faithfu l, intelligent, affectionate com­ 
p anions, 
the soldier’s 
tru e 
friend. 
Their watchfu lness enables him to 
sleep . 
Ambu lance dogs are requ ired to dis­ 
cover the wou nded and to go and find 
the ambu lances. 
The dogs carry to 
the latter the cap of the wou nded man 
or some object indicating the u nit to 
which he belonged. Other dogs, differ­ 
ently trained, call ambu lances to the 
wou nded by means of p rearranged 
cries. 
All these dogs carry a little 
wallet containing a flask and variou s 
rou gh dressings for first aid. They u ro 
accu stomed to cover all sorts of cou n­ 
try, to clear all obstacles and to have 
no fear of cannon or shell fire. 
Proved Thetr Valu e. 
They have p roved themselves valu ­ 
able since the declaration of war and i 
for three years they have carried ou t 
their laboriou s and p erilou s work with 
the ambu lances to which they u re at­ 
tached in the most heavily bombarded 
districts. 
Dogs, ns a ru le, show great distress 
when shells bu rst near them and howl 
p iteou sly. 
On the other hand, they 
have been k nown to dash along the 
top of a trench du ring infantry fire, 
bark ing a t the smok ing mu zzle, sharp ­ 
ly examining p u ffs of dirt thrown u p 
by enemy bu llets and ap p arently en­ 
joying the noise. 
Evidently there Is 
some chemical exu ded by exp loding 
shells tha t p ecu liarly affects a dog. 
Regimental mascots ap p ear to have 
the best time, for they stay in bil­ 
lets, live on the fat of the land and 
u ro made mu ch of by the local in­ 
habitants.
